C l a i m s  i n  the amountof $125,518.70 were approved on 
motion of Councilman DOW, Culbertson second. 

Ci ty  Manager Glaves  
been received f o r  the widening of Church S t r e e t  between 
Locust and Lockeford Streets ,  The bid w a s  from Claude 
C .  Wood Company i n  h e  amount of $3,553.45 which 
exceeded the City Engineer's estimate by more than 10%. 
H e  said t h a t  the specif icat ions w e r e  i n  e r r o r  i n  the 
quant i ty  of p l a n t  mix required; twice the amount speci- 
f i e d  w a s  needed. H e  suggested t h a t  the bid be re jec ted  
and the work done by force account i n  order ' to  keep 
within the amount of gas tax funds budgeted for this 
project.  On,motion of Councilman DOW, Culbertson 
second, the Ci ty  Council adopted Resolution No. 2686 
re jec t ing .  the bid  of Claude C.'Wood Company and author- 
iz ing  the widening of Church S t r e e t  between Locust and 
Lockeford S t r e e t s  by force account. 

lhe following b ids  were received fox concrete pipe; 

reported t h a t  only one bid had 

J. W. Mumbert Concrete Pipe Co. $8,457.00 
Spiekerman Concrete P ipe  Co, 8,668.00 

Above pr ices  are plus sales tax, less 5% cash discount 
by the 10th. ivk. Glaves recommended award be made t o  
the low bidder. Councilman Dow moved the adoption of 
Resolution No. 2687 awarding the contract  f o r  furnishing 
concrete pipe t o  J. W. Mumbert Concrete P i p e  Company. 
The motion w a s  seconded by Councilman B r o w n  and carried.  

Mr. Glaves presented a Freeway Maintenance Agreement 
from the S ta te  Division of Highways which provides t h a t  
the City maintain the overcrossings a t  Lodi Avenue, 
Pine S t r e e t ,  Lockeford S t r e e t  and Turner  Road. The City 
would maintain a t  its expense the top of the concrete 
deck, together with any concrete surface treatment 
thereon and a l l  portions of the s t ruc ture  above the deck. 
On motion of Councilman Brown, Ullmann second, the 
Ci ty  Council adopted Resolution No, 2688, approving 
the agreement and authorizing i ts  execution by the Mayor, 

An agreement w i t h  the County for e lec t ion  services for 
the general  municipal e lec t ion  on April  14 
mitted for Council approval. The agreement i s  s i m i l a r  
t o  t h a t  used for pas t  e lect ions.  Councilman Culbertson 
moved the adoption of Resolution No. 2689 approving the 
agreement w i t h  the County f o r  e lec t ion  services  and 
authorizing i t s  execution by the Mayor. The motion w a s  
seconded by Councilman Dow and carried.

Minutes o f  January 2 ,  1964 ccr.tinued 

Plans f o r  the M a l l  bui lding to be e rec t ed  by Ralph 
Graffigna,  e t  al, was presented f o r  Council consider- 
a t ion.  The owners and developers would l i k e  to con- 
s t r u c t  the bui lding with windows on the west s i d e  which 
would overlook the C i t y ' s  parking l o t .  The bu i ld ing  
would be placed three feet  from the west property l i ne .  
mey  a l s o  plan to have a se rv ice  entrance a t  the  south- 
w e s t  corner of  the building. The owners are w i l l i n g  t o  
e n t e r  i n t o  an agreement with the C i ty  whereby they 
would block up the windows on the west end of t h e i r  
bui lding to provide a four-hour fire w a l l  i n  compliance 
w i t h  Building Code regulat ions i n  the event a bui lding 
or s t r u c t u r e  w e r e  t o  be e rec t ed  on the adjacent  parking 
l o t  site. A f t e r  d iscussion of the plans and the pro- 
posed agreement, i t  w a s  moved by Councilman DOW, Brown 
second, that the plans as presented be approved subject 
t o  an agreement dram up by the C i ty  Attorney, which 
would be recorded, whexeby the west w a l l  of  the bui lding 
would have t o  be m a d e  four-hour f i r e  r e s i s t a n t  i n  the 
event a building i s  e rec t ed  on the adjacent  property.  
The motion was approved, w i t h  Councilman Culbertson 
abstaining because o f  d i r e c t  i n t e r e s t ,  F i n a l  plans f o r  
the Mall axe to be presented to the Council a t 'a  later 
d a t e  and an agreement i s  t o  be worked out i n  regard to 
d e l i v e r i e s  to the stores along the Hall.
